Got a passion for spandex (and cheap beer)? 
Check out the new generation of grappiers

There aren’t many forms of entertainment 
that offer cheap beer, let alone a chance to get 
rowdy But independent pro wrestling serves 
up both almost every weekend of the year. 

Names such as Jay Lethal, Acid and MsChif 
may not be as familiar as Hulk Hogan or 
Randy “Macho Man” Savage (RIP), but these 
wrestlers are ushering in a new era of fans to 
enjoy the pain and pageantry of the squared 
circle, right here in Chicago. 

“Being a fan of wrestling since I was a kid, 
it’s good to see that its getting its second 
wind,” said Mike Schultz, 24, of Ravenswood. 
“It seemed like things got stale for a second, 
but guys like Punk and a few others are help- 
ing that.” 

The Punk he’s referring to is Chicago na- 
tive C.M. Punk, the reigning champion of 
the WWE— the largest wrestling organiza- 
tion in the world— whose brash, in-your-face 


style has been a hit with fans, especially in his 
hometown. There’s a renewed buzz for the 
sport, and indie wrestling leagues, such as 
Berwyn-based A AW and DreamWave Wres- 
tling out ofT.aSalle, offer fans up-close action, 
plenty of mayhem and a great cast of charac- 
ters— all without arena prices, (DreamWave 
has Si beers, too.) On Saturday, Philadelphia’s 
Ring of Honor, the country’s third-largest 
wrestling company, will bring its grittiest 
grappiers to southwest suburban Chicago 
Ridge for an evening that includes the battle 
for the world title between Davey Richards 
and Roderick Strong. 

“For wrestling fans, indie wrestling is a great 
way to go out on a weekend night and see pos- 
sibly some of the stars of tomorrow for Httle 
money,” said Brady Hicks, contributing writer 
for Pro- Wrestling Illustrated and host of the 
wrestling-themed podcast “In the Room.” 

Hicks feels indie wrestling’s ripe for a resur- 
gence.

“There are a lot of former fans out there 
who want to look back at wrestling with this 
certain nostalgia,” he said, “and they really 
want to like it again.” 

Colt Cabana is doing his part. A favorite 
among Chicago indie fans, the Wicker Park 
wrestler’s popularity surged after his good 
buddy Punk gave him a shout-out— “Hey, 
Colt Cabana”— during “WWE Raw” on USA 
Network in June. (It was such a big moment. 
Cabana slapped the saying on T-shirts and is 
selling them on his website.) 


“People arc sick of the cookie-cutter, catch- 
phrase, obvious kind of stuff,” said the 6-foot- 
I, 233-pound Cabana, 31, whose real name is 
Scott Colton. “People want something real. 
They can relate to us and we’re going to help 
[wrestling] become even more popular in 
Chicago.” 

Cabana says today’s indie wrestlers are giv- 
ing fans more variety within storylines and 
more action in the ring. Cabana, whose finish- 
ing move is called the Billy Goat’s Curse (an 
inverted Boston crab), feels the new crop of

Has wrestling always been your obsession? 

A lot of guys got into girls and video games. I 
got into this. For a lot of guys it goes away, the 
interest, as you get older. Not for me. TTiis is 
what I’ve always wanted to do. 

Why do you think fans are rediscovering wres- 
tling now? 

It goes up and down. I lulkamania was high in 
the mid ’80s then crashed. Now people want 
something different, something real. Guys now 
are starting this new “reality” era that people arc 
responding to. 

Speaking of real, does it bother you when 
people talk about it being fake and not a real 
sport? 

That’s just silly. If that’s how they wanna dis- 
credit wrestling, that’s their fault. These bumps 
and bruises are real. What’s important is the 
idea that fans can get into a world of wrestling 
and just let themselves go. It’s not about if it’s 
fixed or not. That was a debate for 20 years ago. 

Your documentary, '^Wrestling Road Diaries,” 
shows the hard-knock life of an indie wrestler. 
Does it ever become too much? 

There’s tons of guys who have crappy jobs and 
hate their lives, but I travel all over the world 
doing what I love. I go on vacation every week, 
its always a new adventure. Just to say that Pm 
a pro wresder, I do this for a living, puts a smile 
on my face. 

You're looking to get back to the WWE one day. 
Do you think some will call you a sellout when 
that happens? 

There might be a sellout factor for some people, 
but T think everybod/s genuinely rooting for 
me. If I do well, it’s Like we, the smaller people, 
have won. I just want to represent my neigh- 
bors, my fans and the city of Chicago.

McBride, who co-wrote the 
screenplay, plays Prince Thadeous as a 
variation on his usual slacker/lout /cow- 
ard/braggart/stoner/loser who doesn’t 
think he’s a slackerdout/coward/brag- 
gart/stonerdoser. Second in line as the 
heir to a medieval kingdom behind his 
far more virtuous, brave and handsome 
older brother. Prince Fabius (Franco), 
Thadeous reluctantly joins his brother 
on a dangerous mission to save Fabius’ 
bride-to-be. Belladonna (Zooey De- 
schanel), from the clutches of an evil 
warlock named Leezar (Justin Ther- 
oux). Along the way, they team up with 
a fierce and resourceful female warrior 
named Isabel (Portman), who has her 


own reasons for defeating Leezar. 

“Your Highness,” directed by David 
Gordon Green, toys with the usual 
trappings of the genre. In addition 
to the evil warlock, there’s a magical 
compass; a five-headed, sharp-toothed 
beast; a minotaur; and buckets of blood 
and gore. To this, “Tour Highness” adds 
the familiar staples of the stoner com- 
edy: F-bombs galore, multiple weed 
jokes, jokes about an assortment of 
sexual acts, gratuitous female topless- 
ness and multiple double entendres. 

Supporting McBride’s now-familiar 
shtick is the always-game Franco, who 
manages to maintain a straight face 
despite his overwrought lines. 

As for Portman, she displays a faux 
English accent, amazing fighting skills 
and a potty mouth. The DVD gag reel 
is at its funniest when Portman repeat- 
edly cracks up while trying to say some 
of her more graphically dirty lines. 

The overdone vulgarity and hit-and- 
miss humor of “Your Highness” leaves 
it far beneath “Monty Python and the 
Holy Grail,” even if it was made more 
than 35 years ago.

Eisenberg) and Chet (Aziz Ansari) is over after, among other 
things, Nick confesses to sleeping with Chet’s twin sister. But 
two moronic-yet-dangerous criminals (Danny McBride, Nick 
Swardson) kidnap Nick, strap a bomb to his chest and give him lo 
hours to rob a bank or else kaboom! Defending sister’s honor will 
have to wait. 

The buzz: Eisenberg re-teams with director Ruben Elesicher of 
“Zombieland,” which was as shamelessly entertaining a movie as almost anything 
in the past few years. In “30 Minutes or Less” Eisenberg is still being hunted, just 
not by anyone who wants to eat his brains. Which I guess is a plus. 

The verdict: Like “Zombieland,” “30 Minutes or Less” bridges the gap between 
nerdy and badass, and out pops entertainment. Eleischer’s latest isn’t as tight and 
zippy as its predecessor; it loses steam from a few racist/gay jokes and the interfer- 
ence of unremarkable action over comedy Big deal. Eisenberg and Ansari, similar 
balls of nervous energy make a great pair, and the laughs never go away for long.

Octavia Spencer— and the rest of her female 
castmates— leave their mark on The Help’ 

By Matt Pais 

REDEYE 

Name lo recent movies that have been packed with rich parts for women. 
You can’t do it, and neither can I. That’s what makes “The Help” so necessar}^ 
if for no other reason than being a showcase for actresses. 

The film, adapted from Kathryn Stockett’s book, follows Skeeter Phelan 
(Emma Stone), who decides to write a book telling the stories of African- 
American maids in 1960s Mississippi. At the Elysian Hotel, “The Help” star 
Octavia Spencer and writer-director Tate Taylor talked about working with a 
female-dominated cast, fairly balancing a racially driven story and Spencer’s 
non-existent cooking skills. 


Octavia, your character, Minny, is 
an expert cook. A lot of people have 
asked you about your own cooking 
and you say you don’t understand it. 
What don’t you understand? 

Octavia Spencer: The most I like about 
cooking is eating what someone else 
has cooked. [Laughs.] I guess you have 
to have the capacity to allow it to be 
relaxing and then enjoy the flavors. Em 
a little bit squeamish, so if something 
changes form and I see it changing 
form— 

Tate Taylor: Just say “I can’t cook.” 

OS: I don’t like it. 

TT: She can’t cook it. She shows up to 
my dinner parties with Tipperware. 
Shows up with Tipperware. She has 
the whole week planned out. 

OS: I do, I do. 

So you haven’t been practicing? 

OS: Practicing, no. I have a friend 
who’s been trying to teach me, but it’s 
not sinking in. 

How much did you work to make sure 
you balanced “The Help” appropriately 
and didn’t wind up being like “The Blind 
Side,” which spent less time on the 
African-American main character than 
on the white woman who’s saving him? 
TT: Well, Kathryn [Stockett, who 
wrote the novel upon which the film 
is based] ... didn’t want [Aibileen and 
Minny] portrayed as victims. If any- 
thing they were a victim of a circum- 
stance, of what opportunities you had 


as a black woman in 1963. 

But what I also thought was interest- 
ing is what opportunities you had as 
any woman in 1963. Skeeter doesn’t 
want to marry and have children and 
drink iced tea and play cards the rest of 
her life, and there’s really nothing you 
can do. ... I didn’t want Skeeter to be 
this white girl who came in and saved 
these African-American women. That’s 
not what happened... 

Through the efforts with Aibileen 
and Minny they taught her what the 
situation was. They make her realize 
how important it was. And I wanted 
to make sure that came through— that 
it wasn’t black or white, it was women 
coming together. 

Tate, what was it like to work with a 
cast of all women? 

TT: It fits naturally for me. I was raised 
by a single mom and then Carol Lee, 
the woman my mother hired to help 
with me. I’ve got four sisters. It’s funny 
Kathryn Stockett is my longest and 
dearest friend, so female energy has 
been a part of my life forever. 

Emma said you kept a calendar of 
everyone’s hormonal states? 

TT: Oh, yeah, ^ah, varying menstrual 
cycles and no -degree weather in Mis- 
sissippi could have been a time bomb, 
but it was not.

Ixancesca^s I'omo has been a fixture at 
Wicker Park's six corners intersection for 
years, but earlier this summer, it closed for 
a revamp. The new look (lighter, brighter 
and more rustic-looking) and menu (with its 
arugula-topped frittatas and truffled egg yolk 
toast) make it feel like a closer cousin to Little 
Italy's Davanti Enoteca (the latest darling of 
Scott Harris and the Francesca’s Restaurants 
group) than it used to be. Considering Davan- 
ti won us over with its weekend brunch just 
a few months ago, we put this older relative 
with the new makeover to the test. 

Good eggs: I’ve said it before and I’ll say it 
again: I judge a brunch by its Benedict. It 
seems like everyone’s trying to mix it up with 
pulled pork or crab cakes these days, but For- 
no’s arancini Benedict ($12) is truly unique 
and worth the highest price on the menu. 
Just-thick-enough cakes of crunchy arancini 
(deep-fried breadcrumb-coated rice) made 
a killer base for wide ribbons of prosciutto, 
perfectly poached eggs and hollandaise.

Sweet stuff: In the pancake department, 
three sizeable cakes are fortified with blueber- 
ries and ricotta and then topped with more 
blueberries and whisps of lemon zest (S9). 
This bourbon drinker couldn’t detect much 
boozy flavor in the bourbon-soaked challah 
French toast ($9), but the best bites were 
those drizzled with maple creme fraiche. 

Something different: Savory polenta pan- 
cakes ($9) studded with kernels of grilled corn 
and smoky crumbles of bacon were a bit crum- 
bly in parts but so tasty especially smeared 
with the provided pat of m aple butter. 

Keeping it simple: With the other dazzlers 
on the menu. I’d never order the Milk & 
Honey granola with fruit and yogurt (S7) or 


the ^'peasant-style” breakfast of two eggs, 
bacon and potatoes, but some people are 
boring. We get that. 

Day drinking: I couldn’t help but have 
reverse sticker shock when it came to the 
brunch cocktails, all S 6. At sibling spot 
Davanti in less trendy lattlc Italy bellinis 
and mimosas are S9-S10. Even extra-boozy 
options such as prosecco with St. Germain 
elderflower liqueur are which is a serious 


steal. Perhaps someone’s trying to compete 
with the Sio unlimited mimosa brunch deal 
at Crocodile up the street? 

Bottom line: Forno’s brunch is not quite 
on par with Davanti’s, which was excellent 
across the board, but I can’t deny that it’s 
significantly easier to catch a cab in Wicker 
Park than lattlc Italy

Wrigley Field 

The former home of the Bears for 
49 years would seem to be the 
leading candidate. And as proved 
by hosting Northwestern last year, 
the stadium is nearly capable of still 
hosting a real football game. But 
given the amount of interceptions 
Jay Cutler throws, one end zone 
might be all that’s needed. 



United Center 

As anyone who has ever sat through 
a Bears game In cold weather will 
tell you. it’s a relatively miserable 
experience. Playing inside would 
make it much more enjoyable, 
although upsetting to football 
purists (if such a group exists). 
Unfortunately, there aren’t enough 
seats and they probably don’t have 
a football field under the ice rink. 


Memorial Stadium 

The Bears played there when 
Soldier Reid was being reno- 
vated and it does have the right 
color scheme. Unfortunately, it’s 
in Champaign, which is never a 
selling point. And given it’s on the 
University of Illinois campus* you’d 
have to worry about Cutler putting 
all the weight he lost back on at frat 
parties. 

U.S. Cellular Field 

It’s the closest stadium to Soldiei 
Field, so it would in theory be the 
easiest for fans to get to. Given its 
not a charming place to watch 
baseball, maybe ltd be a great 
football venue. 



Ryan Field 

The Bears played a game at 
Northwestern football’s home in 
1970 and with the proximity to the 
city and decent capacity, this is the 
most logical option, although the 
lack of luxury boxes hurts. But 
the NFL isn’t about money-it’s 
about the sportsmanship and fan 
enjoyment, right? 


Soldier Field 
(with artificial turf) 

This would by far be the simplest 
and smartest decision the Bears 
could make, providing a consistent 
surface for them to play on with 
minimal maintenance— and there- 
fore the least likely choice. The 
Bears think playing on horrible 
grass gives them an edge over 
teams used to playing on profes- 
sional-caliber surfaces. And there’s 
the worry of injuries, though the 
worry of not playing games might 
trump that
